’ Shanghai on Saturday last, like all other 
places.where, the sons of Great Britain have 
-established themselves, put on deepest mour- 
ning for the funeral of their Queen, says the 
Shanghai New Press of the 4th inst., The 


weather, which had been miserable during |: 


the week, cleared up on’ Saturday,’ and 
traditional “Queen's weather” pravailed here’ 
at her pereaies All the public departments 
and most of the business houses were closed, 
From nine o'clock, detachments from the British 
war-vessels in harbour and from the Bombay 
“Light Cavalry, Baluchis, Gurkhas, Rajpurs, and: 
Sikhs formed a guard of honour inside the 
Cathedral compound. - A combined band of the 
Aurora_and «Goliath, ns well as the pipers of 
the Indian Troops were in attenderice. Shortly 
after njne o'clock the Royal Standard was hois- 
ted at half-maston a flagstaffon'the porch of the 
Cathedral, whicheas well as the interior, was 
drapedin black, Thédetachment fromthe Royal 
Artery first arrived, and slowly marched into 
the Church, followed by bluejackets, Admiral 
C., 
and their staffs, and the officers of the French 
and. German garrisons. At the conclusion of 
‘the service the congregation and clergy assem: 
bled on the lawn while the pipert played “ The 
Flowers of the Forest,” and the combined 
bands “God: save the Queen,’ for the last time ; 
henceforth it, will be “God save the King.” 
‘The buglers finally sounded “The Last Post,” 
accompanied by muffled drums. .
